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DETAILED ACTION 

Reissue Applications 

The reissue oath/declaration filed with this application is defective because it 
fails to identify at least one error which is relied upon to support the reissue 
application. See 37 CFR 1.175(a)(1) and MPEP § 1414. 

The declaration is still defective. It does not specify an error properly correctable by 
a reissue application. It seems that applicant is correcting typographical errors as noted 
for claims 1,2,5, 6, and 8; however, they are not correctable by a Reissue application. 
Typographical errors can be corrected by a certificate of correction. Regarding the 
correction to claim 1 1 , is also not really correcting an error that was claiming more or 
less than they had a right to claim. Independent claim 9 to which claim 1 1 depends 
from still exists unchanged, and it already covers the claimed invention with the 
limitation taken out of dependent claim 11 . At this point, there does not appear to be 
any corrections presented in the reissue application that corrects a reissue type of error. 
Therefore, a rejection of all the claims under 35 USC 251 still applies, see below. 

Claims 1-12 are rejected as being based upon a defective reissue 
Oath/declaration under 35 U.S.C. 251 as set forth above. See 37 CFR 1.175. 
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The nature of the defect(s) in the Oath/declaration is set forth in the discussion 
above in this Office action. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.175(b)(1), a supplemental reissue oath/declaration 
under 37 CFR 1 .175(b)(1) must be received before this reissue application can be 
allowed. 

Receipt of an appropriate supplemental oath/declaration under 37 CFR 
1.175(b)(1) will overcome this rejection under 35 U.S.C. 251. An example of acceptable 
language to be used in the supplemental oath/declaration is as follows: 

"Every error in the patent which was corrected in the present reissue application, 
and is not covered by a prior oath/declaration submitted in this application, arose 
without any deceptive intention on the part of the applicant." 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 08/04/06 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive, because as described above the declaration is still defective. It does not 
specify an error properly correctable by reissue. It seems that applicant is correcting 
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typographical errors as noted for claims 1, 2, 5, 6, and 8; however, they are not 
correctable by a Reissue application. Typographical errors can be corrected by a 
certificate of correction. Regarding the correction to claim 1 1 , is also not really 
correcting an error that was claiming more or less than they had a right to claim. 
Independent claim 9 to which claim 1 1 depends from still exists unchanged and it 
already covers the claimed invention with the limitation taken out of dependent claim 1 1 . 
At this point, there does not appear to be any corrections presented in the reissue 
application that corrects a reissue type of error. Therefore, a rejection of all the claims 
under 35 USC 251 still applies, see below. 

It should be noted, that in the event applicant will provide a correctable error 
claiming less than they had a right to claim (i.e. broadening reissue), then the 
declaration filed 08/04/06 would also be improper, because in broadening type reissues, 
the inventors must sign the declaration. It cannot be done by the assignee. However it 
is recognized in the remarks that applicant is not trying to correct an error by a 
broadening reissue. Therefore, as the current application stand, there does not seem to 
have an error correctable by a Reissue application. 

Also it should be noted that the assent of assignee is still missing. Assignee must 
provide a statement consenting to the Reissue. See MPEP 1410.01
